Just as the spur of necessity forced governments all over the world to 
increase taxation in order to raise enormous war revenues and to meet in- } 
terest charges of ever mounting war debts, so necessity now demands the in- 
auguration of every safe and business-like reform calculated to bring about a 
reduction in national expenditures and thereby make possible a lowering of 
taxation. High taxation is today throttling all industrial and commercial 
enterprise and is operating as a clog on the wheels of business, hampering 
the provision of adequate and remunerative employment for téns of thousands 
of people, and retarding a return to pre-war prosperity. 

There is opportunity for the inauguration of economies fh public adminis- 
tration in Canada through a revision, a remodelling, of some of the provisions | 
of the national constitution as it governs the relations between the Federal | 
Government and the several Provincial Governments. 

Canadian taxpayers today are called upon to bear the expense of nine 
Government departments of agriculture, one in each province and one for the 
Dominion as a whole. There is inevitably an enormous amount of overlap- 
ping in effort and waste in expenditure. Inasmuch as agricultural conditions 
and needs vary greatly throughout the Dominion it is probably necessary to 
have Provincial departments devoted to the encouragement of agriculture, 
but with each Province looking after its own requirements if this respect, 
where does the need exist for a Dominion department? It could very well be 
done away with, a substantial saving effected, and no outstanding loss to the 

industry of agriculture result. Yet the Canadian constitution gives jurisdic- 
tion to both Federal and Provincial Governments concerning agriculture. 

Then there is over-lapping in connection with such subjects as insurance, 
with the result that we find departments. at Ottawa and in the Provincial 
capitals, fully staffed, compiling insurance data and statistics, enforcing in. | 
spections of one kind and another, collecting fees from companies, which, of | 
course, the-people_in the final analysis have to pay, while Parliament on the 
one hand and Provincial Legislatures on the other are busy enacting new 
laws and regulations governing the conduct of the business of insurance. 

Much the same thing is true in connection with laws concerning the in- 
corporation, management, taxation, etc. of Companies during business 
throughout the Dominion. There is a constant conflict in legislation and 
authority, and the courts are full of actions and appeals to decide where thé 
authority of the Dominion ends and that of the Provinces begins, or vice 
versa. Constant recourse is had to the Privy Council in London to decide | 
‘these knotty questions, for all of which the people of Canada ultimately pay. 

Step by step Provinces have in recent years encroached upon what was 
formerly regarded as the exclusive right of the Federal Parliament to legislate | 
in the matter of Banks and banking. Farm Loan Boards are essentially a} 
form of banking, taking the money of people on deposit in the form of bonds 
and debentures and re-loaning the proceeds, while in Ontario and Manitoba | 
the Provincial Governments have actually established’ Provincial savings | 
banks. Even admitting that such action has been forced on the Provinces 
through the failure of the Federal Parliament to revise the Bank Act in order 
to make it meet conditions in these Provinces, rather than leaye it as it is, 
chiefly of benefit to manufacturing industry and the larger concerns of finance 
and commerce ,the fact remains that we are heading for further duplication | 
and. waste in effort, with consequent increased expenditure. 

The Canadian constitution needs clarifying. There is need for a 
sharper, more clear-cut definition of the powers of each of our legislative bod- 
ies, Federal and Provincial. There should be reduction to an absolute mini- 
mum of those subjects in regard to which both have jurisdiction. Many sub- 
jects should either be left absolutely and solely to the Dominion, or in like 
manner to the Provinces. Even in the matter of divorce we have Provincial 
courts granting them, and Parliament—whose time should really not be taken 
up with such matters—engaged in the same work. 

We would like to see Premier Mackenzie King take firm, hold of this 
question of a revision of the constitution and call a conference of Provincial | 
Premiers and Attorneys-General to meet with the Federal ministers in a well | 
defined and sincere attempt to simplify the constitution and evolve one more 
in keeping with the present-day conditions and the requirements of the Do- 
minion. Aside from large savings in administration costs which could un-

The Largest Coin 


Large Coins Were Commonly Used in 
Sweden in Olden Days 
Probably the largest coin in the 
world is one belonging to Farren 
Zerbe, internationally famous expert 
on rare coins. It is a piece of stamp- 
ed copper plate 10 inches square and 
weighs six and one-half pounds. It 
has a value of “4 daler” (the daler 
was a coin of varying value) stamped 
on it, and the date 1730. Such coins 
were commonly used in Sweden for 
some time during and after the wars 
: Charles XII. It is a part of a col- 
| 


lection of more than 30,000 specimens, 
representing mediums of exchange of 
all countries and periods from the 
earliest times to the present day. 
The total face, or original exchange, 
value of the collection is counted in 
Jnillions, but n6_ present value has 
ever been placed on it. Many of the 
coins are, of course, rare and of much 
leastas value than their face.—East 
and West.

For the Land Seeker 


Available Lands for Homesteads are 
Now Mapped Out 

The total number of quarter-sec- 
tions of Crown land still available in 
each township is shown on the 1921 
edition of a land map of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, recently 
issued by the Department of the In- 
terior, likewise the number of quarter- 
Sections Whd6teupted and uncultivated 
lands held in private ownership and 
purchasable from the non-resident 
owner. This latter feature, showing 
at a glance what lands are for sale, 
should prove of great service to the 
land seeker. Supplementary to the 
map, the department has had compil- 
ed for each district, lists containing 
information as to the price asked for 
the land, terms of sale, nature of soil, 
acreage fit for cultivation, value of 
buildings and other matters helpful to 
the prospective purchaser. With such 
information in his possession the in- 
tending _settler—_may then negotiate 
with the owner of the land. 

Another important feature of the 
map is the railway belt information 
which has been. shown in three dif- 
ferent shades of color on each side 
of all railway lines, to signify land 
within 56, 10 or 15 miles of a railway. 
Among other details shown are the 
Dominion parks, the forest reserves, 
land districts and agencies,  sur- 
veyed townships, and railway infor- 
mation to date. A copy of the map, 
also a list of the unoccupied lands 
for sale in any particular disirict 
miay be obtained free of charge upon 
application to the Natural Resources 
Intelligence Branch, Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa.

Memorial Cross Issue Extended 


Wives and Mothers 
Soldiers to Receive Medal Re- 
gardiess of Date of Death 


The Memoria! Cross which hereto- 
fore has been available only to the 
wives and mothers of soldiers whose 
deaths resulted from active service 


prior to November 1lith, 1920, will 
now be issued in respect of any man 
who dies as the result of active serv- 
ice, regardless of the date of death. 
A militia order has just been issued 
to this effect as the result of represen- 
tations from the Ontario Provincial 
Command, G.W.V.A., strongly sup 
ported by Capt. H. A. Chadwick of the 
Records Branch, Department of Na 
tional Defence. 

The issue of the Memorial Cross in 
the first instance was prompted by 
the desire of the nation to’ provide 
some tangible recognition of the sacri 
fice of mothers who gave their sons 
in the defence of the nation. It 
was also made available to the wives 
of married deceased soldiers, but the 
issue was contingent upon death hav- 
ing occurred within two years of the 
signing of the Armistice. The new 
regulation makes provision for the is- 
sue of the Cross to those eligible on 
account of deaths which have. occur- 
red since November—4,—-1920,—-and 
which were attributable to war serv- 
ice,,and for such deaths that may oc- 
cur in future. Aa 

The authorities have no means of 
securing accurate information § con- 
cerning post-war deaths so it is neces- 
sary for those concerned to make ap- 
plication to the department for the is- 
sue of the medal. In the cases of 
soldiers who married after enlistment, 
and whose deaths occurred prior to or 
after discharge, both the wife and the 
mother are eligible to receive the 
Memorial Cross. G.W.V.A. branches 
will in future, as in the past, provide 
every assistance necessary, in this 
and other respects, to the relatives of 
deceased sildiers.
